“CONCERT IN ‘D’”’ 


Like a symphony of crackling tackles and muted blows, the Scarlet defensive unit, the 
big ‘“‘D" converged in concert against opponent ball carriers and passers in 1974 for a lof- 
ty ranking among the nation’s best. 

Carrying the musical analogy further, this would not have been possible without the 
presence of virtuosos...in this case big, talented football players. Linebacker Tom 
Holmes, defensive end Nate Toran and tackle John Alexander are three of the more 
notable members of the defensive unit that ranked sixth overall in the nation and ninth 
against the run...among the top major independents, second in total defense, third in 
scoring allowance and third against the run. 

Holmes and Toran, featured on the cover of this book, were honored by All-East 
recognition in 1974, and this year they should be joined by other teammates as the post- 
season honors are handed out. In all, six Scarlet Knights made the various All-East teams 
last year. 


ALEXANDER HOLMES 


A former defensive end, Holmes was the team’s leading tackler, totalling 124. Ninety 
were “first hits’, and the 6-2, 220-pound senior aided the air defense with two in- 
terceptions and three passes broken up. No less than five times, his jarring stops caused 
fumbles, another team-leading statistic. 

And you say, here is the true football monster. On the contrary, so says his wife Kay, a 
former sweetheart from his high school days in Miami. Even he admits, ‘Off the field, 
I'm basically a passive person, at least in my attitude toward other people. Football is an 
outlet for my aggressions, and I enjoy defense and especially playing linebacker because 
I'd rather be doing the hitting than getting hit." Smart man this ceramic engineering 
major. 

Holmes is aware of the importance of individual effort on field, even though football is a 
team sport and he is joined in this awareness by Toran, better known to teammates and 
fans as ‘‘Nate the Skate.” 

Nate has his sights set on All-American recognition although the biological science 
major describes himself as basically a team player. ‘Individual awards in football are just 
like grades in the classroom. They help me move up the ladder,” relates the junior, who is 
open about his ambitions in professional football. ‘But on the field, I'm not playing just for 
myself. If I do something well (which is often), I don't dwell on it. All the team members 


help each other out, and no one person can really take the credit. We all have a lot of 
respect for each other. Still, for me there is nothing like the pleasure I get from sacking a 
quarterback.” 

Getting to opponent quarterbacks and runners is something Toran did more than any 
other player on the team last fall, 19 times to be exact, for a total of 115 yards lost. He also 
recovered four fumbles, two of which he caused, broke up five passes and generally made 
life miserable for the other side. His speed and maneuverability are awesome. 

Speed, too, is something that Alexander possesses although it is somewhat disguised by 
the fact that he gets most of his work done in the “‘pit’’...far from the eye of most spec- 
tators. He can move his 6-3, 240-pound frame across a 40-yard stretch of field in 4.8 
seconds, a time that some backs would be proud of. The junior history major is also one of 
Toran's biggest boosters, which might be partially explained by the fact that the pair are 
roommates. 

“Nate and I are probably very different...he’s more open where I am reserved. He 
relates to people well, and he’s really a modest person.” 

Alexander knows all about being modest. Despite the fact that his coaches feel he has 
natural, All-American talents and that professional scouts have been eagerly charting his 
progress for the past two years, he speaks not of his accomplishments but rather of the im- 
provement he feels he must make. 

“I decided this year that I want to be stronger and more agile, so 1 worked on my weight 
training over the winter and through the spring. (No one in his right mind would ever ac- 
cuse him of being a weakling.) I want to use these qualities to better advantage. Last year 
I got an awful lot of help from Nate and Dwight (Lipscomb), but this year I hope to carry 
more of the load on my own.” 

Alexander's efforts would indicate that he did more than his share last year. He put his 
body between the goal and one extra point and one field goal attempt for two blocked 
kicks, broke up five passes and caused one fumble in addition to his 42 primary tackles 
and 10 assists. Seven of those primary stops accounted for 42 yards in losses. Not bad for 
a down lineman. 

When he credits Lipscomb for helping out, it is no idle compliment. Although the pair 
played together at Plainfield High School and live only a few minutes apart, Lipscomb is 
deserving of any credit he receives. He and Holmes are the only three-letter winners on 
the team, and the talented (concert singer) senior business major owns the distinction of 
being the first freshman to play varsity ball (1972) at Rutgers since 1954. He ranked just 
ahead of Alexander in tackles with a total of 53, causing four fumbles and recovering 
three. He also intercepted a pass from his outside linebacking position. 

It's only natural that he should be included in this listing of potential stars, because if 
the group really did get together to make music, he’s the only one that could carry a tune. 
And, you'd have to call it, “Concert in ‘D’."”

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1975, A YEAR FOR 


Rutgers’ football team weathered a year of transition very nicely, producing a 7-3-1 
record in 1974 and building a foundation for the optimism of the 1975 outlook. 

As the optimism gives way to the excitement of the students and fans of the State 
University, the result is best described as Scarlet Fever ... a high pitch of excitement that 
should rise through a schedule that features seven home games in beautiful Rutgers 
Stadium. 

Twenty-six of last year's 45 lettermen return with an equal number of incumbent 
starters, six, on both offense and defense. 

“We were surprised by our success last season with a very young team,” says Frank 
Burns, who now owns a 13-8-1 record in two years as Rutgers’ head coach. “Although 
we will again be a relatively young team (57% or 56 of 98 varsity candidates this fall 
will be from the sophomore and freshman classes), we should start to see some of the 
benefits of the experience we gained with a new offensive system and modified de- 
fense last year.” 

Last year was the first for the winged-T offense, which after a rather slow start, began 
to roll with experience and wound up establishing three new school records and produc- 
ing a national season high with 781 yards in a 62-21 win over Colgate. All but one member 
of the starting 1974 backfield will be in uniform this year, including the top two rushers, 
fullback Curt Edwards (889 yards), and halfback Mike Fisher (622 yards), and the leading 
passer, quarterback Bert Kosup (1070 yards). 


Graduation took an especially heavy toll on the defense where free safety Tony Pawlik 
(now of the New Orelans Saints) and cornerback Ed Jones (now ‘Too Small” Jones of the 
Dallas Cowboys) tied for the school career interception record with 14 apiece. In fact, 
there is but one returning starter in the secondary, strong safety Jim Teatom who was 
second only to Jones last year in interceptions with four. Dave Figueroa, a junior as is 
Teatom, is the only other returning lettermen and he is slated to start at one of the cor- 
nerback positions. 

The offensive line is missing its 1974 starters from guard to guard, but the return of 
tackles Bill Fenn, a senior, and Tony Ray, a sophomore, along with some transfers from 
defense and sophomore help should provide the rebuilding personnel. Ray, a sparkplug of 
a player, has been switched to guard and converted linebacker Dan Pfabe will com- 
plement the position on the other side of center where sophomore John Fedorchak is slated 
as All-East Andy Zdobylak's replacement. Another defense alumnus, junior Jim 
O'Halloran, will take Ray’s vacated tackle slot. 

Coach Burns faced similar problems last year on offense, but that doesn’t make this 
year’s solution any easier. ‘We were thin last year in the offensive line, but lucky not to 
get any serious injuries. Although we should be a little deeper this year with 
sophomores and freshmen, we will again be susceptible to depth problems if we ex- 
perience any personnel losses.”’ 

The flanks of the line should have neither depth nor talent problems, especially at the 
tight end where the Scarlet is a solid three deep. Senior Pete Clark, a starter in 1974, was 
unseated in the spring by sophomore Jon Walling, a transfer from Purdue where he played 
as a freshman, and backing them up is iunior Mark Debes who started the first three 
games of 1974. Size is one of the strong points of the position as Walling stands 6-5, Clark 
6-2 and Debes 6-6. 

At the split end, Mark Twitty, a junior, returns as a starter and his back-up, sophomore 
Marty O'Hare, makes up in sheer athletic ability what he lacks in game experience. The 
New Jersey decathlon champion as a freshman, he displayed nearly incredible pass- 
catching skills in the wet and slippery spring game with two catches for 32 yards. 


SCARLET FEVER ! 


The question of who will be running the offense is just that, although Burns isn’t per- 
plexed with a problem of inexperienced signal callers. Rutgers has, in recent history, 
called its players together for pre-season camp with no quarterback having solid star- 
ting experience. Kosup combines good running and passing skills with his experience as 
a starter in all 11 games last year, a season which saw him amass 1,206 total yards and 
lead the team in scoring with 36 points himself and 58 more to pass receivers. But, when 
the varsity candidates report to the Peddie School August 25, he will be challenged by 
junior Matt Allison, who came to Rutgers last year after two summers of professional 
baseball and a year of junior college. Allison, who stands 6-2 to Kosup's 5-11, is an out- 
standing lefthanded passer with scrambling magic. 

Although Curt Edwards, a senior, was a regular at fullback and the team’s leading 
rusher in 1974, his status as a starter will be in question at the outset of pre-season drills. 
Jeff Greczyn, a junior who played on the varsity last fall as a reserve halfback and 
fullback, moved up to the first team in the spring while Edwards sat out a semester for 
health reasons. Greczyn’s 98 yards on 20 carries in the spring game solidified his hold on 
the position that Edwards had only asked him to keep warm in his absence. Edwards, the 
team’s second leading scorer, gained over 100 yards in four games in 1974 and ranked 
tenth among the nation’s leading rushers at independent colleges. 

Mike Fisher, a sophomore, is the other returning backfield letterman. The halfback 
trailed Edwards in rushing with 622 yards, the best figure in modern history for a fresh- 
man at Rutgers, and produced the team's longest run from scrimmage, 79 yards, 

Despite the graduation losses, the defense has more than its share of returning stars, 
including All-East selections Tom Holmes, a senior linebacker and Nate Toran, a junior 
end. Outside linebacker Dwight Lipscomb, a senior and one of the team’s three-year let- 
ter winners, and junior tackle John Alexander, a respectable 6-3 and 240 pounds, are 
two other reasons that the defense gave up yardage so reluctantly last fall and all 
should be in line for individual honors. 

Rich Wagner, a sophomore, edged out experienced senior Steve Hoffman at middle 
guard and the other tackle spot will see sophomores Dan Gray and Denny Eckles vying for 
a starting berth in the pre-season. 

Sophomores figure in the battle for the inside linebacking post opposite Holmes. Elvin 
Washington, a starter for the final four games of 1974, was edged out by Tim Blanchard in 
the spring, but could easily recapture the lead with some adjustments. 

Two other sophomores, cornerback Reggie Moultrie and free safety Bob Davis, have a 
good chance of starting, although senior Monjure Ali is listed ahead of Davis in the pre- 
season depth chart because of his experience. 

The kicking game, although inconsistent last year, should benefit from the experience of 
punter Steve Simek, a senior, and placekicker Bill Bradley, also a senior. Bradley, third in 
scoring in 1974 with 14 of 18 extra point attempts and 4 of 10 field goals, showed 
remarkable progress in the spring with increased consistency. 

All but three of the players mentioned in this outlook are residents of New Jersey and, 
in fact, close to 74% of the varsity candidates expected to participate in pre-season 
drills (71 of 98) are New Jersey residents. Without a doubt, they are looking forward to 
eight of the 11 games on the schedule in the Garden State. With the prospects of a 
fourth consecutive winning record, it should be a season that is both well attended and 
well appreciated at the State University.

RUTGERS HEAD FOOTBALL COACH 
FRANK BURNS 


This year marks the silver anniversary for Frank 
Burns as a football coach and it was 30 years ago that he 
walked onto the New Brunswick campus as a post-war 
freshman, ready to lead the Scarlet teams through the 
“Golden Era” as a quarterback and linebacker. Now, he 
seems poised on the threshold of directing Rutgers on 
another period of gridiron success. 

In his two years as head coach, he has compiled 13 
wins, eight losses and a tie, and the prospects look good 
for the future. The recruiting efforts for the past two 
years have brought considerable size onto the roster 
which now is 74% composed of New Jersey players. The 
promise of another winning season has brought out enthu- 
siasm at The State University like never before. 

All but seven of his years as a coach have been spent at Rutgers, developing quar- 
terbacks who subsequently broke his records and directing offenses that were known 
for their imagination and execution. 

As a quarterback for the Scarlet, from 1945 through 1948, he established passing re- 
cords, picking up the nickname, “‘Flinging Frank.’’ He was selected to the All-East team 
twice, received honorable mention on most of the All-America teams, played in the 
1949 East-West Shrine game and was named the “Most Valuable Player’’ in the New 
York Herald-Tribune All-Star Game. Under his direction, Rutgers won 27 games and 
lost only seven. 

“If it were not for my years of coaching association with Rutgers," says the newly- 
wed resident of Berkley Heights, ‘I probably would not be in coaching today. My years 
here as a player were a good foundation for me both professionally and philosophical- 
ly, because I learned how to win and what it takes to be a winner,” 

Burns can say that with ease because among his attributes, he is both confident and 
modest. Perhaps that is the secret to his tenure in a very rugged and competitive pro- 
fession. 

His previous coaching assignments at Rutgers were as freshman coach (1949-50), 
freshman head coach (1953-54), varsity backfield coach (1955-56 and 1961-67) and of- 
fensive coordinator and associate head coach under John Bateman (1968-72). In be- 
tween, he served in 1951 and 1952 as head coach of Johns Hopkins, at the time one of 
the youngest head coaches in the nation at 23, and following the 1956 campaign, he 
took over as head coach at Chatham (NJ) High School, a school which had not been re- 
presented in football in 25 years. 

Known for his accomplishments as an offensive ball player and coach, he surprised 
one writer in the past by saying that if he had played at the time of two platoon foot- 
ball, he would have preferred playing on defense. In fact, he was named MVP in the 
1949 College All-Star game with the NFL champion New York Giants for his 17 tackles 
as a linebacker. The All-Stars won, 28-13, something they have not done too many 
times since. 

Burns was also an outstanding catcher for the Scarlet baseball teams. 

Following his graduation, he played professionally for a brief period before returning 
to coach at Rutgers fulltime. 

A native of Roselle Park, he is married to the former Linda Randolph of New Bruns- 
wick. He has three children, Frank, Jr., 23, Thomas, 21, a student at Rutgers, and 
Barbara Jean, 19. Frank, Jr. was graduated from Nichols College in 1974 where he was 
named to the ECAC Division III All-Star team as a quarterback.

A 1959 Rutgers graduate, Bob was a gifted lacrosse player, earning second team All- 
America honors as a midfielder while also performing at two positions, center and block- 
ing back, for the Scarlet single-wing football teams between 1956 and 1958. Naso was a 
standout scholastic player in both sports at Sewanhaka High School on Long Island. His 
coaching career began as Rutgers’ lightweight football and lacrosse assistant immediate- 
ly after his graduation. After an Army stint, he was made varsity lacrosse coach and di- 
rected the freshman football program in 1961. His frosh football record for three seasons 
was 11-4-1 and, after four years as a defensive coach, he became defensive coordinator in 
1968 under John Bateman and continues in that role under Frank Bruns. Naso gave up his 
lacrosse duties in 1974 after 13 seasons and a 95-59-1 career record. Many of his stick 
squads were ranked among the nation’s top teams and his squad twice appeared in the 
national playoffs. In 1969, he served as head coach of the North team in the annual North- 
South lacrosse game and was an assistant three other times. Naso, his wife, Carol, and 
their three daughters, Andrea (14), Cynthia (11), and Felicia (7), live in Piscataway. 


WILLIAM SPERANZA 
Offensive Coordinator and Backfield Coach 

Bill was the starting quarterback on the undefeated Rutgers football team of 1961 and 
until last season held the school record for the longest pass completion (87 yards to Lee 
Curley against Princeton during the unbeaten season), Also a former baseball player at 
Rutgers, Speranza is in his third season as offensive backfield coach and in addition now 
serves as offensive coordinator. He is credited with the development of “JJ” Jennings as 
the national scoring leader in 1973. Speranza also had two perfect seasons as a coach, 
taking the Scarlet freshmen to identical 5-0 records in 1965 and 1967. The 1962 Rutgers 
alumnus played on football teams that compiled 24 wins in 27 games and on baseball 
squads that showed a combined 40-14 mark. Following a three-year 15-5 record as frosh 
coach, Speranza took charge of the varsity defensive backs in 1968 and has had such fine 
athletes as Larry Clymer and Sam Chapman under his tutelage. Bill and his wife, Linda, 
live in Somerville. 


JAMES TAIGIA 
Offensive Line Coach 

His chiefly wisdom as a hard-nosed ex-sailor on the fine post-war Rutgers teams of the 
late forties earned Jim the nickname, ‘‘Chief,” and the Scarlet linemen who have learned 
their trade from him over the years continue to respect him in kind. His insistent methods 
have motivated Rutgers linemen since 1968. A tough two-way guard on the Frank Burns- 
led teams, Taigia enjoyed an extensive scholastic coaching career prior to his appoint- 
ment at his alma mater. The long-time resident of Highland Park served initially at Rah- 
way, then at Piscataway and at Hillside before returning to Rahway. Like the popular in- 
vestment broker, when Taigia talks, everybody listens; his particular investment being the 
development of blockers. As a player during the 47-48-49 seasons, ‘‘Chief” helped the 
Scarlet sail through 8-1, 7-2 and 6-3 records. The former well-known basketball official 
now lives with his wife, Ruth, in New Brunswick. 
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PETER SAVINO 
Defensive Back Coach 

Like his fellow coaches, Burns, Naso, Speranza and Taigia, Pete is a former Rutgers 
player; so versatile that he saw service in three different positions, at quarterback, wide 
receiver and defensive back. The 1969 alumnus was the first recipient of the New Bruns- 
wick Touchdown Club Trophy which recognized the impact his ability, leadership and 
dedication had during his career. A Belle Mead resident, Savino starred as a signal-caller 
at Perth Amboy where he also played basketball, baseball and was a member of the track 
squad. Named a Rutgers freshman assistant in 1969, he missed the following season be- 
cause of a military obligation and returned to coach the frosh team for two seasons, win- 
ning seven of 13 games. He was chosen the defensive backfield coach in 1973 where his in- 
timacy with his players is especially noteworthy. Savino's students rewarded his first sea- 
son with a record 27 interceptions. Tony Pawlik and Ed Jones, now pros, were nationally 
ranked in that category and share the all-time interception mark with John Pollock at 14. 

Pete and his wife, Jill have a daughter, Suzanne Gail, 214. 


TED COTTRELL 
Defensive Line Coach 

The Scarlet defensive line is traditionally one of the closest knit of the team's units and 
under Cottrell last year, it was not only the most harmonious but clearly one of the best in 
Rutgers history. His imposing personality (and size) captured his charges in his first 
season here two years ago. A task master who wisely spreads his rewards, Ted employs 
the tactics he learned in four years of pro ball with the Atlanta Falcons and the Winnipeg 
Blue Bombers. Following his pro experience, Cottrell served for a season as assistant 
football coach and track mentor at his alma mater, Delaware Valley, where he won All- 
Middle Atlantic Conference honors three times. His rapport with the defensive line is 
especially noted when he leads calisthenics and gets back much vocal support. His 
veterans and his young learners respect his dedication and his enthusiasm. Ted lives in 
New Brunswick with his wife, Barbara. 


RICHARD CURL 


Varsity Receivers Coach and Sub-Varsity Coach 

Dick joined the Rutgers staff this spring and will work with wide receivers and tight 
ends as well as direct the sub-varsity program. His appointment follows a year as head 
coach at Trenton State where he guided the Lions to a 5-4-1 record after serving a season 
as offensive coordinator. Previously, Curl coached at Cherry Hill East High School for five 
years. One of his scholastic stars, Mark Twitty, is the starting Scarlet wide receiver and 
another of his high school players, Pete Zaknich, is a reserve offensive guard. A native of 
Chester, Pa., Curl is a 1962 graduate of Richmond where he lettered as a quarterback and 
received an A.B. degree in history. His graduate work was completed at Bloomsburg 
State and Glassboro State.

RUTGERS STADIUM 


Beautiful Rutgers Stadium has been a kind home to the Scarlet 
Knights as is evidenced by the close to 75% winning edge in games 
played there. It was dedicated November 5, 1938 with a 20-18 win over 
Princeton, Rutgers’ first win over the Tigers since the nation’s first in- 
tercollegiate game in 1869, which incidentally was played in New 
Brunswick. 

Thirty-seven football seasons have passed since its completion, and 
Rutgers Stadium has experienced 27 winning home seasons...not a bad 
record. 

Over the years, 43 colleges and three service teams have visited the 
tree-lined bowl, and this year the Hawaii team will be hosted for the 
first time. The Rainbow Warriors will be playing in front of as many as 
31,000 fans when they travel to The Banks, October 4 (23,000 per- 
manent seats and 8,000 temporary). 

Rutgers Stadium has been the site of many activities other than foot- 
ball over the years, though. The IC4A, Metropolitan and National AAU 
track meets have been held there in the past and in 1974 it was the site 
of the NCAA Division I Lacrosse Championship. Commencement 
ceremonies for the University have also been held on its venerated 
grounds. 

Construction on the stadium began in 1935 with funds from the 
federal Works Progress Administration and Rutgers. Some 160,000 
cubic yards of earth were taken from a narrow ravine at the site in 
Piscataway, and today the East and West stands are situated along the 
original sides of that ravine.

LAST GAME, 1950: SYRACUSE 42, RUTGERS 12 

SYRACUSE, N.Y., September 23 — Rutgers suffered its worst defeat in six years as it was 
soundly whipped in its opener at the hands of a powerful Orange squadron. Factors con- 
tributing to the setback were a lack of experienced Knight players, a lack of skill in fun- 
damentals such as blocking and tackling, and the injury of the Scarlet’s ace quarterback, 
Walt LaPraire. Coach Harvey Harman also credited the Syracuse backfield as having 
terrific speed that kept Rutgers on its heels all day. 


SERIES RECORD: SYRACUSE 8, RUTGERS 0, TIED 1. 
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RUTGERS’ ALL-AMERICANS 


Four authentic, 24-karat All-Americans have played football at Rutgers. Selected by 
nationally recognized agencies, the Scarlet choices represent six different years (two 
named twice) and range over a period of 45 years. One is a Hall of Famer and there is 
hope that another will soon enter the Hall of Fame. 

The Scarlet All-Americans are Paul Robeson (1917-18), Homer Hazel (1923-24), 
William Austin (1958) and Alex Kroll (1961). 

Between 1913 and 1918, four other Rutgers players were selected to the second and 
third teams named by Walter Camp. Howard Talman was named twice to Camp's 
third team, in 1913 as a guard and in 1914 as a halfback, and to the second team as a 
fullback in 1915. Bob ‘Nasty’ Nash was a second-team tackle in 1914; Al ‘‘Budge” 
Garrett a third-team guard in 1916; and Frank Kelley a third team halfback in 1919, 

Robeson was the first Rutgers All-America in 1917, though Camp did not publish his 
list because of the war. Only the third black athlete to be selected, Robeson is the sin- 
gle two-time All-America not inducted into the Hall of Fame. However, the internation- 
ally known actor and concert artist, living now in Philadelphia at the age of 77, is re- 
ceiving strong support currently towards nomination, 

Hazel, who died in 1968, was selected as an end and as a fullback in his two seasons 
of competition, years that produced identical 7-1-1 records. His last appearance at Rut- 
gers was in 1967 and his 1958 visit is recorded in a picture with Austin. Hazel was 
voted into the Hall of Fame in 1951. 

Austin was named to the Associated Press' first All-America backfield after captain- 
ing the Scarlet to an 8-1 record. A number of his records have been eclipsed recently 
but he remains the all-time career total offense leader. Austin starred both on offense 
and defense. 

Kroll earned first team ranking on seven of nine nationally-named teams and led the 
Scarlet Knights to a 17-1 record in his two seasons, the second of which was the un- 
defeated season (9-0) in 1961. Kroff captained the squad at center in his senior year.

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From its founding, in 1766, until 1945, when 
the New Jersey legislature and the Board of 
Trustees agreed that all of Rutgers would 
become the State University of New Jersey, 
We Rutgers was a small, sedate University

A building program, which over the 
OF NEW JERSEY next three decades was to result in the 
construction of more than 80 major buildings 
on campuses in Camden, Newark, and New 
Brunswick, was begun. By 1975, the 
University would enroll over 44,000 students 

in its 19 major divisions. 

There are now more than 90,000 living alumni of whom more than 
50,000 are residents of New Jersey. Slightly more than 90 percent of 
the current co-educational enrollment resides in the state, so it is clear 
that Rutgers is fulfilling its mission as a state university under the 
direction of Dr. Edward J. Bloustein, the university's 17th president 
now in his fourth year. 

As modern and progressive as the University is today, it can recall 
(and especially amid the Bicentennial plans) its founding as Queens 
College under a charter of England's King George III in 1766. Under the 
auspices of the Dutch Reformed Church, the school took its present 
name in 1825 from Colonel Henry Rutgers, a philanthropist. It became 
the Land Grant College of New Jersey in 1864, repealing at the time its 
church relationship. 

As Rutgers grew into one of the 20 largest universities in the United 
States, it began increasingly to influence the cultural and intellectual 
life of its state. More and more, it strove to be not only big, but good, 
to offer the highest quality of education to its students. 

In New Brunswick-Piscataway, the undergraduate complex is com- 
prised of four multi-purpose colleges - Rutgers, Livingston, Cook and 
Douglass — and two professional schools — The College of Engineering 
and The College of Pharmacy. The total enrollment on these campuses 
is over 17,000.
